Canadian Aviation 
Importance Of Canada As Link In 
World Air Highways 


The importance of Canada as a 
main link in future world air high- 
ways was stressed by Hon, Grote 
Stirling, minister of national defence, 
at Montreal, in addressing the an- 
nual banquet which closed the two- 
day convention of the Canadian Fly- 
ing Clubs’ Association. 

With the future of Canadian avia- 
tion in mind, the government looked | 
to the C.F.C.A. to take a leading | 
part. The minister regretted his in-! 
| ability to promise the association! 
| further assistance at the present! 
| time due to the state of national fin- 
| ances, 

He trusted the opportunity would 
soon be forthcoming when he could 
feel justified in putting forward pro- 
| posals to the cabinet that would 
enable the government, if they ac- 
| cepted his advice, to provide the 
| assistance the association hoped for. 

“A distinct relationhip exists be-! 
tween the department of national 
| defence and the Flying Clubs’ As- 
sociation,” he said. The one-time 
expected clash of interests between 
the non-permanent flying forces and 
the flying clubs had never happened. 
It had been shown the clubs provided 
the very important task of training 
young men wishing to gain their | 
commissions in the military aviation | 
service. 


Significa nt Trends 


Whether they believe in them or not, and irrespective of the fact 
whether they are ardent supporters or skeptical critics, people are deeply 
interested in the outcome of the various experiments now being tried 
throughout the world in matters of government, economics and finance. 
Quite apart from the fact whether or not they are convinced that the old 
order has, as some contend, broken down beyond all hope of repair and is 
now definitely and forever passing away, or, on the contrary, still adhere 
to the view that while changes are taking place, mistakes corrected, abuses 
eliminated, and improvements made, the old order is essentially sound and | 
will prevail and achieve greater triumphs than ever before, people cannot | 
be indifferent to present day events and the influence which such events | 
are bound to have upon their lives and the times in which they live. 

But, as has been noted and commented on many times, we are a credu- | 
lous people. Of the American people it was said that they thought prohibi- 
tion, termed a noble experiment, would end liquor and the saloon, and later | 
that they thought the repeal of prohibition would end the bootlegger. Now, | 
under the N.R.A., the United States has embarked upon anoher experiment, 
—the business of making rules for business. Rules have been laid down in| 
nearly 500 codes governing 500 industries; and the problem now is how these | 
rules are to be forced. For it has to be recognized that there are many 
men in every trade who can be counted on to invent devices, as the boot- | 
legger did, for chronic evasion. 


As a matter of fact, a small army is now employed across the line in 
the task of ferreting out evasions and seeking to convict violaters of the | 
various N.R.A. codes and thus protect those who are honestly endeavoring | 
to carry out the obligations imposed upon them and their businesses under | 
the New Deal. But notwitstanding all these efforts, a well known author- | 
ity makes the statement that it is quite safe to say that in the great ma- |} 
jority of codes there is no enforcement because any attempt to enforce the 
rules would lead to abandonment of the codé. For this reason there is a) 
strong group in Washington which demands that an immense section of the} 
rules be abandoned. In fact, the proposal is now seriously advanced that 
codes be applied only to those businesses which do an inter-State business 
and that they no longer be applied to the smaller concerns whose operations 
are more local and restricted to the State within which the business is located. 
This is a most significant development. It indicates that practical regi- 
mentation of business has it limitations. 


Turning to.the Canadian picture, it would appear that much the same 
thought is entertained by people on this side of the line. The recent voting | 
throughout the three prairie provinces on the proposal to establish a com- | 
pulsory egg and poultry pool is one indication. The scheme was defeated | 
in Manitoba by a three to one vote, and in neither Saskatchewan nor Al- 
berta was the required two-thirds majority obtained, and in Saskatchewan 
less than one-half of those entitled to vote even took the trouble to return 
their ballots, thus indicating either opposition or indifference which amount- | 
ed to opposition in view of the two-thirds vote requirement to carry. 


Asa result of this voting, it is announced from Ottawa that the com- 
pulsory feature will be dropped from all other proposals for the inauagura- 
tion of schemes under the National Products Marketing Act, and that while 
efforts will be continued to further develop the idea of co-operation in sup- 
port of prices and marketing methods, the plan of making any of these 
schemes compulsory upon an opposing minority has been definitely aban- 
doned, This, too, is significant as indicating that the Canadian people are 
not ready to accept either the theories or plans of Communism on the one 
hand or Facsism on the other hand but that they are still firm believers 
in the ideals and methods of a free democracy. 


But, while thus revealing a degree of confidence in the existing order, 
and a belief that necessary reforms can be brought about to correct the 
evils and remove the abuses which have developed like barnacles upon it, 
there can be little doubt but that the minds of the Canadian people are 
firmly fixed upon achieving those very necessary reforms and to do so with- 
out loss of time. That is to say, the violators of proper, honest busi- 


ness ethics and methods will be brought to book, made to observe and live | 


up to honest and fair-dealing methods, 
There is going to be a New Deal, but 
free democracy.

Model Of Buffalo Is Gift Of Winnipeg

Trans-Atlantic Air Mail Is 


Expected To Serve Empire At 


About Cost 


Sir Eric Geddes, chairman of Im- 
perial Airways, said at a Press Club 
dinner in London that he believed a 
satisfactory trans-Atlantic air-mail 
service would be established in a 
year or two. Arrangements for this 
service already were being made in 
Newfoundland,’ he said. 

The possibility of wider and 
cheaper empire air-mail service was 
mentioned by Sir Eric. With the 
help of the port office and the air 
ministry, he said, “we shall be able 
to carry a'r-mail to all the empire 
at no more cost than the present in- 
land postage.” 

Arrangements were going forward 
in Newfoundland, he said, “for the 
arrival in a year or two of what we 
believe will be a satisfactory trans- 
Atlantic matl service and then we 
shall have practicaly linked the 
whole empire.” He said new aircraft 
which Imper’al Airways was building 
with the help of the air ministry was 
their attempt to solve the long sea 
crossing with the certainty neces- 
sary for a mail route. 

The land-locked harbor of 
John’s is expected to be used as the 
Newfoundland bare for a projected 
trans-Atlantic air-mail service fore- 
cast in London by Sir Eric Geddes, 
chairman of Imperial Airways. It is 
understood the ocean line would be 
linked up with the Imperial Airways’ 
eastern routes on the other side and 
w'th Canadain and American sys- 
tems on this side. 


Oppose British Meat Duty 


Australia Objects Strongly To Pro- 
posed Levy On Empire Meats 

Australia learned definitely that 
the British government will propose 
the imposition of a duty of two cents 
® pound on foreign meat, one cent 
on Empire meat, and discontinuance 
of the present quantitative restric- 
tions on meat imports when present 
arrangements expire at the end of 
June. 

The Commonwealth government is 
not prepared to agree to such a 
policy, Dr. Earle Page, deputy prime 
minister, said. He added it could 
only be introduced with the concur- 
rence of all Empire countries and 
thus if objection was raised to any 
propoal contemplating the imposition 
of duties, such a proposal could not 
be put into effect. 

Pending the forthcoming confer- 
ences in London between ministers 
of the various governments, it is 
anticipated that any further arrange- 
ments will be of a purely temporary 
nature designed to tide over the 
period elapsing before a long-term 
policy can be agreed on and put into 
effect.

The 1935 Grasshopper Situation 


Intensive Control Campaign Will Bo 
Necessary In Each Province 
That large grasshopper control 
campaigns will be necessary in each 
of the prairie provinces during 1935 
}is the statement of officials of the 
Entomological Branch, Domin'on De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa. 
The situation in Manitoba is expected 
to be at least as serious, if not more 
so, than in 1934; that in Saskatche- 
wan will probably be very much less 
serious, and that in Alberta is ex- 
pected to be somewhat less exten- 
sive and serious than during 1934. 
This forecast has been made from 
egg surveys carried on in the prov- 
inces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta during the autumn of 1934, 
by the officers of the Entomological 
Branch in co-operation with officials 
of the provincial governments. The 
curveys included the entire territory 
likely to be infested. Cons‘dering 
how closely former surveys have an- 
| ticipated the outbreak of the follow- 


* ing year, and the fact that they have 


been based upon the eggs actually to 
be found in the ground, there is little 
question in regard to the substantial 
accuracy of the forecasts. 

' In spite of the widespread reduc- 
tion in the “severely” and “very 
severely” infested areas, there will 
still be millions of acres of crop in 
| each province which will require the 
most thorough and painstaking con- 
trol measures if the greater propor- 
tion of the crop is to be harvested. 

Accordingly, large scale and in- 
tensive control campaigns will be 
necessary in each province and the 
plans for the carrying on of this 
work, which is regarded of great na- 
tional economic importance, are al- 
ready in course of preparation.

One Of The Greatest Triumphs Of 
Canadian Agriculture 

In two or three years’ time the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture 
expects to release one -or more 
stra'ns of rust-resistant wheat in 
substantial quantities. This most 
important statement cloaks one of 
the greatest triumphs of Canadian 
agriculture in overcoming a very 
destructive disease that attacks 
cereal crops. 
| As a result of years of unrelenting 
effort, co-ordinated by a committee 
known as the Associate Committee on 
Field Crop D'seases, strains of rust- 
resistant wheat, with what is believ- 
ed will have the yielding ability, bak- 
ing, milling, and early ripening quali- 
‘ties of such varieties as Marquis, 
‘have been developed. The members 
of this committee are representatives 
of the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, the National Research Coun- 
cil, and the Western Universities and 
| Colleges, and their work, which cov- 
ers every phase of cereal breeding 
and pathological researches on rust, 
smuts, foot-rots and other cereal dis- 
eases, has progressed with certainty 
in the face of what seemed to be in- 
superable difficulties. So that these 
strains. of the new rust-resistant 
wheat may not be exploited by any- 
one to his own financial advantage, 
the distribution of the seeds will be 
controlled by the Cereal Division of 
the Dominion Experimental Farms, 
until a sufficient quantity has been 
developed to enable small lots to be 
distributed to a large number of 
farmers.

Poultry producers of Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta voted in favor of a 
scheme to regulate marketing of 
poultry and eggs under the Market- 
ing Act, Hon. Robert Weir announc- 
ed, but the majority was not suffici- 
ent to bring the scheme into effect. 
In Manitoba the scheme was buried 
under an adverse vote of three to 
one. 

Several schemes under the act 
have been passed without a poll 
being taken. In these instances the 
minister has been convinced there 
was such unanimity of opinion no 
vote was necessary. When prairie 
poultry producers, however, brought 


| forward a scheme, it was recognized 


there was a wide difference of opin- 
ion concerning it. The scheme was 
altered to meet requirements of the 
Marketing Act by the Dominion 
marketing board and preparations 
made to appeal to producers. 


The Dominion government granted 


| $50,000 to conduct the poli, to be 


divided $20,000 for Alberta, $20,000 
for Saskatchewan and _ $10,000 for 
Manitoba. The conduct of the cam- 
paign was left with promoters of the 
scheme in the prairie provinces with 
the provision whenever halls were 
hired speakers opposed to the scheme 
should be given an opportunity to 
speak as well as those favoring it. 

Every poultry grower with 25 
poultry was allowed to register and 
vote in his or her post office. The 
poll was held from Feb. 16 to Feb. 
23. 

The result of the vote was 62.5 
per cent. for the scheme in Alberta, 
63.4 per cent. in Saskatchewan and 
24.3 per cent. in Manitoba. 

“That 94,237 farmers were inter- 
ested enough in the marketing of 
their product to vote was in itself 
very satisfactory,” said Mr. Weir. 

“Some may protest that the ma- 
jority in Saskatchewan and Alberta 
was sufficient to bring in the scheme 
but I think that would be breaking 
faith. The literature sent out by 
supporters of the scheme specified it 
would not come into effect unless 
6633 of the vote was favorable. 

“The vote was not on the Market- 
ing Act, it was for and against the 
particular scheme submitted by the 
producers themselves,”’ the minister 
explained. 

“I understand those opposing the 
scheme are preparing to submit an- 
other scheme which indicates it was 
not the principle of regulated mar- 
keting they objected to.” 

One of the chief complaints was 
said to have been the central selling 
agency. Many took the view there 
should be agencies in different parts 
of the country free to sell to any of 
the packers or other buyers of eggs 
and poultry.

GARDENING 


Gordon L. Smith 
Dig—Dig—Dig 


Cultivation is even more important 
than good soil or fertilizer. A con- 
stantly cultivated garden, will with- 
stand much drought for the simple 
reason that this stirring of the top 
soil prevents evaporation of mois- 
ture, and it also keeps down those 
robbers of plant food and water, 
weeds. The mechanical texture of 
heavy clay can be remedied by good 
cultivation. Cultivation is necessary 


especially during the early part of 


the season and more particularly 
after each shower. With some of the 
many hand, horse or tractor drawn 
garden cultivators on the market, 
this task is done quickly and without 
the old time back-ache. 


Killing Out 
Most damage to shrubbery, peren- 
nial flowers, roses, strawberry 


patches, fall wheat and other plants 
occurs during March or April. It is 
not the extreme cold of January and 
February that causes the trouble, 
but the alternate freezing and thaw- 
ing and the drying winds of early 
spring. On fine days things start to 
grow and the sap comes up from the 


injury results.

Crowns, and stems 
fruit buds frozen, and 
plants 
heaved out of the soil, their tiny 
roots broken and exposed to the high 
drying winds, Protection in the form 
of snow, straw, leaves, or old vege- 
table refuse, is advisable at this time 
and is especially necessary in South- 
ern exposures where the difference 
between midnight and noon tempera- 
tures is much more extreme than 
elsewhere. This protection must 


stay on until the dangerous period is 
passed and then removed gradually. 
If left on too long, however, growth 
is spindly and backward. 


A Short Cut 


Good size? potatoes by early July 
can be produced in most parts of 
Canada, and this is the time the crop 
is really appreciated and worth some 
money. As soon as the ground works 
up nicely, a small planting may be 
risked. To further hurry things 
along, for two or three weeks before 
planting, it is advisable to spread 
the seed potatoes out in some frost 
proof place where they will get as 
much sun as possible through the 
window. Soon, healthy, stout sprouts 
will appear and if planted carefully, 
so as to avoid breaking off, the crop 
will be through the ground in a day 
or two.

Aged Explorer Dies: 


Cape Grant In Franz-Josef Land 
Named After English Adventurer 
Death ended the suffering recently 

at Devon, England, of the 84-year- 

old explorer and big game hunter, W. 

J. A. Grant, who a year ago enter- 

tained at a “swan dance” to cele- 

brate his then momentarily expected 
end. 

Grant, who almost daily since 
prayed he might die, and had asked 
doctors to put him painlessly to sleep 
and been refused, died quietly. He 
suffered heart trouble and a compli- 
cation of ailments. 

Grant publicly advocated the prac- 
tice of euthanasia by physicians, 
Saying ‘‘take my own case. I am no 
use to anybody. I should be only too 
happy to be given a double dose of 
sleeping draught.” 

Months ago Grant instructed his 
mourners to “wear your gayest 
clothes, don’t come in the miserable 
garb of woe.” 

He left a last message in which 
he said: 

“Good health is the most import- 
ant thing in the world and is a 
greater goal than the north pole. I 
tried to reach both and failed, al- 
though my grip missed by only a 
few inches each time.” 

Cape Grant in Franz-Josef Land 
is name for Grant. He invited 500 
friends throughout England to his 
champagiié supper and all-night 
party in January, 1934, to celebrate 
his expected death and they all came, 
including a bevy of beautiful danc- 
ing girls.

Little Journeys In Science 


HYDROCARBONS 


(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Scientists have found that the ele- 
ment carbon forms a larger number 
of chemical compounds than does any 
other element. At the present time 
over 300,000 compounds containing 


carbon have been discovered and’ 
every year new ones are being made 
in research laboratories. This vast 
number is due to the fact that carbon 
possesses the property of combining 
with certain elements in a number 
of different proportions, thus form- 
ing many different compounds with 
the same element. For example, 
carbon combines with the element 
hydrogen to produce nearly three 
hundred different compounds. These 
compounds containing only carbon 
and hydrogen are known as hydro- 
carbons. 

Some hydrocarbons are gases, 
others are liquids, and still others are 
solids. Many of them are of great 
commercial importance, Certain 
hydrocarbons mixed in varying pro- 
portions make up such valuable ma- 
terials as natural gas, gasoline, coal 
oil, lubricating oils, vaseline, and 
paraffin. Others serve as the raw 
material from which are made many 
of our most valuable dyes, drugs, 
and explosives. 

Since there are so many hydro- 
carbons they are classified into 
groups or series, 
important of these series is the 
methane series. The members of this 
series are often known as the paraf- 
fin hydrocarbons, because ordinary 
paraffin is a mixture of the solid mem~ 
bers of the series. 

Methane or marsh gas is the first 
member of the methane series of 
hydrocarbons. It is the chief consti- 
tuent of natural gas and is also 
often formed in marshes by the de- | 
cay of ‘vegetable matter under water. | 
Methane sometimes collects in mines, 
and when mixed with air is called 
“fire damp” by the miners beCause of 
its great inflammability.: “Damp” is 
an old name for gas. If such a mix- 
ture is ignited a very disastrous ex- 
plosion occurs.

GET RID OF THE CROWS 


(By JACK MINER) 


(Continued From Last Week) 


A great deal has been said about 
the crows’ diet, so_Jet me add my 
testimony. Crows will eat almost 
anything. Yes, and all about every- 
thing. I have had enough pet crows 
to find this out. But shelled corn 
will kill young crows about as quick- 
ly as any diet you can feed them. 
If you have a young one and are 
anxious to raise him, feed custard, 
one hen’s egg to half a cup of milk 
(no sugar) and just watch him 
grow. I have fed them chopped up 
snakes and they always cawed for 
more snake.. Old crows will graze 
like a chicken. During the winter 
in this section of the country their: 
chief diet is corn; but if they can 
find carrion that is what will tickle 
their palates most. 


A great deal has been said about 
the crow’'s diet, so let me add to the 
value of the crows; let me tell you 
this. A crow will do no more good 
on the farm than a leghorn chicken 
that will lay a dollar's worth of eggs 


the crow destroys, let me advise you 
to keep @ flock of turkeys and con- 
dense these grasshoppers into 50 
cents per pound.

And now to the sportsmen and 
bird lovers of the continent, let me 
hand this boiled-down sentence: 
Don’t expect our desirable birds. of 
Canada to increase’ until the crows 
are decreased. Saying nothing about 
the game birds destroyed by eating 
their eggs. I honestly believe, especi- 
ally in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, that by eating the duck 
eggs, the crows are the cause of de- 
crease of ducks more than the hun- 
ter and his gun. In Manitoba crows 
are so thick that I saw them nesting 
on the telephone wires. This stark, 
naked fact is what caused me to 
study crows so much doing the last 
five years, To reduce them by shoot- 
ing campaigns has proven a failure. 
Thousands of men are trying that 
and, in spite of their many varieties 
of decoys, the crows are increasing. 
Here is where my life’s study of 
them helped me out, for I know how 
shy and cute a little shooting will 
make them, At last the idea of 
catching them presented itself to me 
and immediately I could see results. 
More study increased my faith until 
I simply had to try it out. 

Since I knew I would have to bait, 
I at once called up Mr. Art Brown, 
one of our Kingsville fisherman, and 
he agreed to let me have a truck 
load or so of fish heads, scales and 
entrails, providing I got them off the 
dock before the health officers put 
him off. Next, I secured a dead 
horse or so and was about all set for 
crow bait. Then I built the net on 
the same principle as I had built my 
net to catch and tag geese, but much 
smaller, the exact dimensions being 
six feet high, 12 feet wide and 70 
feet long. I started building the net 
on a Thursday and finished it Satur- 
day, doing practicaly all the work 
myself. And on the following Tues- 
day I caught 510 crows at one 
catch. While there may be dozens 
of other ways to control crows, yet 
I do know this method, if put into 
practice, would soon reduce their 
numbers to the same proportion as 
they were 50 years ago. 

About the only fault I have heard 
about my crow net is that it is al- 
together too expensive. This surely 
must be a Scotch complaint, for I 
know two young men that built a 
crow net last winter and caught as 
high as 237 at one catch and the net 
cost them seven dollars. Of course, 
this one was built of junk material, 
such as poles from the woods and 
old fish netting, but it caught the 
crows just the same. To build a 
neat net as large as mine and to use 
new one-inch gas pipe as frame, and 
new two-inch mesh netting, would 
cost from 75 to 100 dollars. But 
it is not necessary to build the net 
as long as mine. A net 25 feet long, 
instead of 70 feet, would soon catch 
some crows. 

The big thing to make the net 
most successful is the attention given 
to it. That is keeping it well baited. 


We bait for two or three days out- |

the crows have gone to roost, at 
which time we take the bait out. I 
understand indirectly that some 
parties have built nets but had little 
success, which I think was largely 
caused by failure to bait the crows 
enough outside of the net to get 
them coming before the bait was 
moved under the net. Again, I have 
made all my big catches mostly dur- 
ing the winter, when the snow was 
on the ground, and all the odd ears 
of corn in the open fields were cover- 
ed with snow, and thus the crows 


thousands of them in this one net 
and have made as high as two 
catches in one day. But this happens 
very seldom because after they get a 
fright it takes the ones that are not 
caught two or three days to get over 
it. So, usually, after we make a 
catch, we bait well outside the net 
for two or three days.

Explanations And Comments 


Love Makes One Thoughtful of 
Others, verses 8-12. Peter bids all be 
likeminded, of one mind, Authorized 
Version. ‘This oneness of mind does 
not demand the monotony of simi- 
larity, but unity in variety. Not the 
oneness of a brick, or a pile of bricks; 
but of the house, in which so many 
different materials and contrivances 
combine to shelter the human fam- 
ily. We shall never be of. one mind 
in the sense of all holding the same 
opinions; but we may be all of one 
mind when, beneath diversities of 
opinion, expression, and view, we are 
animated by a common devotion to 
Christ’ (F. B. Meyer). 

Peter counsels his readers to be 
compassionate (sympathetic), loving 
one another as brothers, tender- 
hearted, humble-minded, not paying 
back evil for evil, reviling for revil- 
ing, but, on the contrary, blessing. 
Having love for others means being 
thoughtful for others’ welfare. It 
consists not in feeling, but in doing; 
not in words but in deeds. 

For this is your vocation, to bless 
and inherit blessing (Moffatt’s tran- 
lation), ‘“For’’: here Peter quotes 
Psalm 34:12-16 where blessing is 
promised to the one that trusts in 
God. “The whole Psalm promises 
salvation in persecution, and de- 
scribes just the situation in which 
Peter's faith sees his readers placed 
—in danger, but with the angel of 
the Lord encamping round about 
them, and all things working out a 
blessing for them if they trust in 
him.” (Dummelow).

New Type Developed At Alberta 

University Has Great Promise 

Distribution of seed supplies from 
the University of Alberta of Red- 
wing flax, a variety that is 10 days 
earlier than kinds usually sown on 
the central prairie, where most flax 
has been raised heretofore, promises 
“to move the flax-growing area north 
and to increase production by stabil- 
izing output,” according to Dr. O. 8S. 
Aamodt, professor of plant breeding 
at the university, 

Five-year test results, both plot 
and field, showed an average yield 
of 20% bushels, almost double the 
provincial average. Last year, by 
maturing before the early frost, it 
was the only variety to grade 1 
C.W. of seven under test. 

Redw'ng flax is distinguished by 
five leading features: Early matur- 
ing, highest yielding at Edmonton, 
stiffest straw, most disease-resistant 
and highest quality for oil produc- 
tion, said Dr. Aamodt. 

The variety was developed in Al- 
berta by Dr. Aamodt from a selec- 
tion made in Minnesota in 1923 by 
Dr. E. C. Stakman and himself. 

The old idea that flax was hardor 
on the soil than wheat had been 
proven wrong, said Dr. Aamodt. But 
as flax required 120 days to mature, 
it consequently was little raised in 
central and northern parts of the 
prairies. Redwing offered a chance 
to farmers of the north to get more 
returns. Normally, flax yields two- 
thirds that of wheat, so should bring 
50 per cent. more. The price has 
been doubled.

World’s Largest Clock 


Montreal Firm Installing Giant 
Timepiece With Three Dials 

The world's largest clock, with a 
total dial area nearly seven times as 
great as London’s “Big Ben” is being 
designed and constructed by a Mont- 
real firm and will be erected next 
summer at the top of a 60-foot steel 
tower on the roof of a brewery 
there. ‘ 

The giant timepiece will be visible 
in Montreal and surrounding dis- 
tricts day and night. Brilliantly 
illuminated with a special Neon light- 
ing system, it will be seen ten miles 
away at night. 

The clock will have three dials 
facing three ways. The diameter of 
each face will be 60 feet. The me- 
chanism will weigh about six tons; 
9,000 feet of tubing, and several tons 
of other equipment will be used in 
making and installing the clock. 

The distance on the dial between 
the minute marks will be 3.14 feet 
and the space between the hour 
marks 15 feet.

Britain’s Defence Budget 


Appropriations Shown To Boe Lower 

Than That Of Some Other Nations 

Great Britain's defence appropria- 
tions for the new fiscal year were 
completed with naval estimates total- 
ling £60,040,000 ($291,843,000 at par), 
This is an increase of £3,500,000 
($17,010,000) over the naval estt- 
mates of 1934, The naval, army and 
air estimates show an increase of 
£10,539,000 ($15,219,540) over the 
past year, reaching an aggregate of 
£127,451,000 ($620,011,860). 

Naval defences remain limited by 
the Washington treaty, despite its 
abrogation by Japan, until the end 
of 1936. Consequently the naval 
building program to be carried out 
during the coming 12 months re- 
mains one of replacement and not of 
increased construction. The bulk of 
the increase in expenditure will go 
for necessary repairs and moderniza- 
tion of capital ships with a view of 
lengthening their term of effective 
service, 

No new capital ships may be laid 
down until the Washington treaty 
expires, and then only in event a 
substitute treaty permitting new 
capital ship construction is reached— 
or no fubsitute is evolved. Similar- 
ly, cruiser forces may not go over 
the maximum limits of the London 
naval treaty. 

The naval estimates thus differ 
from the army and air apppropria- 
tions in that they call for no net in- 
crease in fighting craft. But they 
do provide for an increase of about 
2,000 in personnel. z 

The Singapore base is expected 
to be completed by the end of the 
financial year, 1939. A _ separate 
paper accompanying the naval esti- 
mates notes payment of the admir- 
ality’s share of generous contribu- 
tions towards the cost of the base 
made by the governments of Hong 
Kong, the Federated Malay States 
and New Zealand, will be completed 
by receipt of a final contribution of 
£72,000 from the New Zealand gov- 
ernment.

Potatoes Supply Energy 


Starch In Potatoes Is In Form That 
Is Readily Digested 

The potato is pre-eminent among 
the vegetables used for food. Not 
only does the potato furnish con- 
siderable nutriment but supplies it in 
an easily digestible form. The starch 
in potatoes is more readily digested 
than the starch of some other starch- 
producing foods. However, as the 
potato is somewhat deficient in pro- 
tein and fats, it should not be used 
exclusively in the diet but should be 
combined with lean meat, legumes, 
eggs, or other protein or fat-supply- 
ing foods, 

The method of cooking potatoes 
Has some effect upon the quality and 
food value. Boiled potatoes are 
most likely to lose in food value dur- 
ing cooking. This loss can be mini- 
mized by cooking with the skins on. 
Baked potatoes lose very little, either 
in nutriments or in quality when 
cooked. They are usually more mealy 
than potatoes which have been boiled 
or steamed. Mashed potatoes are 
improved in taste by the addition of 
milk, cream or butter. This makes 
them higher in fat than when they 
are boiled or baked. Potatoes fried 
in fat are richest in food nutriments. 
The water is largely extracted and 
much fat is absorbed. When possible 
it is best to cook potatoes with their 
skins on. Peeled potatoes, soaked in 
water before cooking, often lose as 
high as seven per cent. of their 
nutriments.
